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PAT Cronin was a quiet, no- 
fuss kind of teenager. But his 
family want to ensure that the 
19-year-old’s life is 
remembered loud and clear. 
They hope to create a 
legacy in Pat’s name, ending 
the scourge of the coward’s 
punch. One killed him and 
began what will be a lifetime of 
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anguish for them. Their 
beloved son and brother was 
out with mates at a local pub in 
2016 when a brawl erupted. 
Pat was trying to break up 
that fight when he was 
punched in the side of the head 
by 34-year-old Andrew Lee. 


Dad Matt said yesterday: 
“He died doing what we always 
told him to do: ‘Stick together 
and look after your mates’. 

“Pat had a choice that night: 
he could have added to the 
violence but he chose not to. 
Lee had the same choice. He 
chose to throw a coward’s 
punch and it killed our son.” 
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Mr Cronin’s words were 
highlighted yesterday when 
horrific footage was released 
showing the moment Lee came 
up to Pat and landed the blow 
that would take his life. 

At the Supreme Court yes- 
terday, Lee was jailed for eight 
years and ordered to serve a 
five-year minimum. 
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
